1829. May 19. (Commons.) Mr. Hume moved for a com- 
mittee of the whole House to consider the law of 1828, with a 
view of substituting a fixed duty. On this occasion Mr. Huskis- 
son expressed himself as adverse to the principle of a fixed duty. 
(Parl. Deb. N. S. xxi. 1464.) On a division the motion was lost 
by 154 to 12; Lord Morpeth voting in the minority. 

At the opening of this year the import duty was at Is. ; 326,000 
quarters of wheat were entered for home consumption in January, 
and upwards ef 1,300,000 quarters in the course of the year. 

1830. March 29. (Lords.) Lord King moved a series of re- 
solutions declaring the impolicy of restricting the importation of 
corn. Negatived without a division. 

During this year severe distress prevailed throughout the coun- 
try; and several discussions took place in both Houses in refer- 
ence to it. The harvest was a full average crop, but in August 
the duty was brought down to 2s. 8d., and during the year 
1,700,000 quarters of foreign corn were admitted. 

1831. Nothing of interest respecting the Corn Laws occurred

1833. May 14. (Lords.) Earl Fitzwilliam introduced a series 
of resolutions against the Corn Laws, with a view to the adop- 
tion of a more liberal system. He was opposed by Lord: Ripon, 
and his resolutions were negatived without a division. (Parl. Deb. 
3d Series, xvii. 717.)

On the motion of Lord Althorp, a select committee was ap- 
pointed in May to inquire into the state of agriculture, manu- 
facture, and shipping. The report attributed much of the agri- 
cultural distress to the burden of poor rates. 


The yield of the harvest was again above an average: the 
lowest point of duty was in August, being then 31s. 8d., and the 
total entries for consumption amounted to 83,700 quarters. 

1834, Feb. 4.(Commons.) Lord Althorp announced in answer 
to a question, that it was not the intention of the government to 
introduce any measure for the amendment of the Corn Laws, and 
that it would not support such a measure if brought forward by 
others. 

February 20. (Commons.) The Marquis of Chandos moved, 


in allusion to a passage in the King’s speech, lamenting the con- 
tinuance of agricultural distress :— “ That in any reduction of 
the burdens of the country which it may be practicable to effect 
by a remission of taxes, due regard should be had to the neces- 
sity of relieving, at the present period, the distressed condition of 
the agricultural interest.” Lord Althorp did not think the re- 
peal of any tax supposed to bear heavily upon agriculture was 
the best mode of affording it relief. He considered that it would 
be much better to lighten the burdens of the manufacturer, and 
so increase the demand for agricultural produce. Motion lost by 
206 to 204. 

March 5. (Commons.) Mr. Hume moved (Parl. Deb. 3d 
Series xxi. 1197.) jfor a Committee of the whole House to con- 
sider the Corn Laws, with a view of substituting for the sliding 
scale a moderate fixed duty on the import, with an equivalent 
bounty on the export of corn, as a step towards ultimate free 
trade. The opposition to the motion was led by Sir James 
Graham, then First Lord of the Admiralty, who quoted Mr. 
Huskisson's declaration against a fixed duty. He was answered 
by Mr. C. P. Thompson, then President of the Board of Trade, who 
endeavoured from a letter of Mr. Huskisson to show that his 
later opinions were in favour of a fixed duty. Lord Althorp 
was not disposed to consent to any alteration of the Corn Laws in 
the present distressed condition of the agricultural interest. In 
theory he agreed with Mr. Hume; he could not, therefore, speak 


against the motion, but he should vote against it. Lost by 312 to 
155. 


Sir W. Ingilby and Mr. Cobbett each moved, during the ses- 
sion for a reduction of the Malt Tax, but were opposed by large 
majorities. 

July 7. (Commons.) The Marquis of Chandos moved for an 
inquiry into agricultural distress, with a view to the removal of 
peculiar burdens of local and general taxation. Lord Althorp 
resisted the motion; but announced his intention (afterwards 
carried into effect) to relieve agriculture from the taxes on 
windows in farm houses, farm servants under the age of 15, and 
agricultural horses. Motion negatived by 190 to 174. 

The yield of the harvest was again over an average. The 
lowest point of duty occurred in January, 37s. 8d., and the 
entries of corn for consumption amounted to 64,500 quarters. 

1835. Feb. 24. The King’s speech again directed attention to 
the state of agricultural distress, and suggested the consideration 
of means for mitigating the burdens of the owners and occupiers 
of land. Early in the session petitions were presented to both 
Houses upon this subject, and several discussions took place. 
Lord Chandos made two motions for a reduction of the Malt Tax, 
one during the short administration of Sir R. Peel, and the other 
after the return of the Whigs to office, both of which were re- 

jected by large majorities. (Parl. Deb., 3 Sess. xxvi. 737. ; 
Idem. xxviii. 85.) 

The prices of agricultural produce were, throughout this year 
very low, but the general prosperity was great. The free trade’ 
party was quiescent ; and the farmers complained bitterly. ‘The 
harvest yielded considerably more than an average crop. The 
lowest point of duty occurred in August, and was 44s. 8d. The 
entries for consumption during the year reached only 27,500 
quarters. 

1836. Feb. 4. The King’s speech again adverted to the de- 
pressed state of agriculture, and suggested inquiry. The opera- 
tions of the “League” subsequent to this period are too well 
known to require recapitulation. : 

The changes effected by the New Laws relative to Corn and

OREGON. — In reply to a question from Lord Brovcuam, the Earl of ABERDEEN 
said that observing the conciliatory spirit of the resolutions of the American 
Senate and Representatives some time back, he lost no time in preparing a draft 
of a convention for the settlement of the Oregon question, which he sent forth- 
with to Mr. Pakenham. He had that morning received a letter from Mr. Paken- 
ham, dated 13th June, informing him that by the advice of the Senate the 
President of the United States had accepted the proposition thus trausmitted to 
them, without the alteration or addition of a single syllable. He felt bound to 
bear testimony to the friendly course always adopted by the minister of the 
United States in pe country, who had by every means in his power contributed 

is ha result. 
ns MINISTRY. — The Duke of WELLINGTON 
resignation of her Majesty’s Ministers, and the fact that her Majesty had sent 
for a noble lord to form a new one. Under these circumstances, he thought it 
wouid be advisable to suspend the discussion of all measures of importance until 
anew administration should be formed. In the meantime the house would sit 
every day for the purpose of passing the bill to continue the sugar duties for one 
month. Earl Powis said he would postpone his motion, which stood for Thurs- 
day, relative to the sees of Bangor and St. Asaph. Lord BrovGHam also post- 
poned a motion of which he had given notice; as did likewise the Earl of DAL- 
HousiE. The Marquis of Lanspowne subscribed to the propriety of the course 
pursued by the Government, and suggested the suspension of the standing orders, 
in order to allow the bill for the continuance of the Sugar duties to pass at once. 
The house soon after adjourned. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


Tue excitement occasioned by the reported resignation of Ministers caused an 
unusual attendance. The body of the house was crowded ; and the members’ 
galleries, and also the Speaker’s and strangers’ galleries, were, as they say of the 
theatres, full to an overflow. . As soon as the private business was disposed of — 
Sir R. Peet entered into an exposition of the reasons which had influenced the 
resignation of the Government. In consequence ef the vote of Thursday night, 
by which the house had refused to the Government powers which they deemed 
requisite for the protection of life in Ireland, Ministers considered it to be their 
duty to resign. At that moment when he was resigning power, his feelings 
rather prompted him to acknowledge with gratitude the support he had received 
from the greater number of those on his own side of the house, as well as from 
those on the Opposition benches; and he would not therefore give utterance 
to any thing which could tend to the revivalgof any ‘angry controversy. Her 
Majesty had been graciously pleased to accept the resignation of Ministers, 
and they now held office only until the appointment of their successors. When 
he first proposed the commercial measures which had so recently received the 
Royal assent, he had foreseen the consequences to which they must inevitably 
lead ; [but that they rather rejoiced at being relieved, by an early decision of 
the house, from the position in {which they found themselves placed by the 
dissolution of the party by which they had been theretofore supported. He 
would not hold office on sufferance. He would not hold office, subject to 
repeated humiliations ; and he thought it was not for the public interest that a 
Government should hold the reins of power, while unable to give proper effect to 
its own measures. He did not think the Government could have remained in 
office with credit to themselves or advantage to the country, even if the vote on 
the Protection to Life (Ireland) Bill had been in their favour ; and therefore it was 
that they had advised Her Majesty to accept their resignation, instead of advising 
a dissolution of Parliament, which it was thought ought not to be resorted to 
upon a subordinate question, though he would have spared no exertion, had the 
commercial measures of his Government not been carried in all their integrity. 
In the present state of parties he had no confidence that his government would be 
supported by a more powerful party, were he to resort to that prerogative of the 
crown which should only be called into exercise on great occasions ; and he had, 
therefore, not advised it. Withrespect to Ireland, and speaking for himself, he 
would say that there ought to be complete equality between that country and 
this, not only in the municipal, but in the Parliamentary franchise also, not so 
much in the letter, fo. that was often deceptive, as in the spirit of their legislation, 
the object of which should be to prevent any man jfrom truly saying that 
there was one law for Ireland and another for England. Inthe distribution of 
the patronage of the Crown, there should be No respect shown to differences of 
religion ; and should his successors act upon this Principle, they should never re- 
ceive censure from him. With respectto the relations of landlord and tenant in 
that country, there might arise great difficulties ; but these should not prevent 
Parliament from directing its attention | to the subject. Her Majesty had 
sent for Lord John Russell, and he believed the Government of the noble 
Lord would carry out those commercial principles to which his friends had 
already given their support. Ifso, to that Government he would give his cor- 
dial assistance ; and he believed that‘the Noble Lord would pursue a system of 
relaxing commercial restrictions, without reference to the legislation of o:her 
countries. It would not, however, be wise to adopt all at once a policy in which 
the revenue of the country was largely implicated, however sound in principle 
that policy might be. In retiring from office, he might say that during the time 
he held it neither the interests nor the honour of the country had suffered in his 
hands. The burdens of taxation had been equalised; m i i 
tions had been removed; the honour and glory of the 
sustained both by land and sea, and although great reductions had been made in 
the national burdens, yet the national defences had been maintained and 
strengthened. The Right Hon. Baronet then adverted to our foreign relations, 
which he said he was leaving in a most satisfactory state, France and other 
countries were impressed with a feeling of confidence towards this country ; and 
it was only that very morning that the cheering intelligence had arrived from the 
United States that the efforts of the Earl of Aberdeen to settle the Oregon 
question had been entirely successful, and upon bases which he thought would 
be entirely approved of. The Right Hon. Baronet then stated the terins of the 
treaty agrerd upon by Mr. Buchanan and ¢Mr. Pakenham, and triumphantly 
stated that the convention drawn up by the Earl of Aberdeen had been agreed 
to by the American Government and Senate without the alteration of a 
single letter. He could not help rejoicing that before he relinquished 
power he should have had the satisfaction of making this announcement. Be- 
fore he sat down he would say, in justice to an hon. member, whose pure and 
disinterested motives and natural eloquence, aided by an untiring perseverance 
had led to the adoption of the late commercial measures, that the credit of them 
was to be attributed to Richard Cobden, andjnot toeither the Whig or the Conser- 
vative party in that house. He had succeeded by appeals to the reason of the 
people, which there was no resisting. He was aware that in retiring he would 
leave a name censured by many, who thought conscientiously that it was neces- 
sary to keep together a great party ; and he would be execrated by those mono- 
polists who maintained for their own interest the Principles of protection. He

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
France.—Scientiric EXPEDITION to Arrica 
the French Academy of Sciences of the 17th of June, great interest 
was excited by the perusal of the instructions drawn up by MM. 
Duferrey and Gaudichaud for the expedition of M Baffenel into 
Central Africa. We before mentioned that this intrepid young tra- 
veller, after having successfully explored Upper Senegambia, had 
demanded the permission of the French Government to traverse Africa 
in its greatest breadth, and where the greatest dangers and difficulties 
are to be overcome. His first idea was to start alone and without 
instruments, which might have attracted the cup:dity of the savaze 
regions through which he proposed to pass. But owing to inform- 
ation received of the different populations of the Soudan, principally 
on the Feljatabs, who are portrayed as a peaceful race, and spread 
from the Senegambia to Darfour, he changed his plans. He leaves 
France, provided with the necessary instruments for making precise 
observations, which will render his expedition of the greatest import-

On the line proposed, of more than 1200 leagues in 
extent, but three points alone seem up to the present marked with 
any exactitude, viz., Sackatan. the capital of the Aoussa; Houka, 
the capital of Bournon; and Kobeyh, one of the Principal towns of 
Darfour. Of the rest of the country but vague and contradictory 
rumours have reached Europe. 

Screntiric Mission or Count CASTELNAU to SOUTH AMERICA.— 
The Count de Castelnau, who was sent on a scientific mission by the 
French government to South America, has just sent in the following 
report to the Minister of Public Instruction ;—“* Lima, Jan. 26. 
1846. Monsieur le Ministre,—After travelling two years and a half 
in the interior of the continent, we have reached Lima by Arequipa. 
The distance we have travelled over, including our excursions, is 
above 2500 leagues. I already have had the honour of informing 
your Excellency of our arrival at Chuquisaca; from that town we 
proceeded to. Potosi, famed for its silver mines, once so rich, now 30 
poor. For five and twenty leagues from that place, our road lay 
through most difficult passes of the highest summits of the Andes; 
the gigantic condor is the only inhabitant of those. barren regions 
where vegetation is extinct. ‘Ihe road then improves, and once on 
the great Bolivian table land, remains flat till you reach La Paz, 
though still in a barren region, where the rarefaction of the air, 
owing to the great elevation, causes the painful sensation known 
under the name of sarrache. These vast tracts of table land abound 
in large herds of llamas and merinos; the latter are wild. Passing 
by Oruro, we reached La Paz, where the ambulant government of 
Bolivia was established. The anniversary of the battle of Ingari was 
being celebrated. On reaching the shores of Lake ‘Titicaca we per- 
ceived the celebrated ruins of the ancient palace of the Incas of Tia- 
guanaco. One of the gateways is an admirable piece of workman- 
ship, and we took different drawings of it. We entered Peru by the 
Bridge of Desaguadero. Having reached Puno amidst violent and 
incessant storms of snow and hail, I deemed it advisable to relinquish 
for the moment our intended route to Cuzco, and to proceed along 
the Coast to Lima, with the intention of returning to Cuzco after 
the rainy season. I therefore struck in the direction- of Arequipa, 
and thence to Lima. When we have taken the rest we are so mucla 
in need of, we will turn our steps towards Cuzco, whence we will 
endeavour to rejoin the Amazon River, by embarking on the Apuri- 
mac. ‘lhis will take us across the whole length of the Pampa del 
Sacramento, and presents many dangers to be overcome. ‘I take the 
liberty of sending you a list of the different objects forwarded for the 
Museum of Natural History.”—F, De CASTELNAU.” 

Brocxane or tae Mexican Ports.—It will be well for mer- 
chants to know the terms of the blockade of the Mexican ports, de- 
clared by the commander of the American squadron. First, no 
neutral vessel is to be captured or detained on its way to a blockaded 
port without previous notice from an American vessel of war, to be 
entered on ‘her log-book, of the existence of blockade. Secondly, 
neutral vessels in port before the blockade, were to be at liberty to 
depart within fifteen days, with cargo or without, after the blockade 
should be established. Thirdly, Vera Cruz and Tampico are to be 
free for the entrance and departure of neutral non-commercial! mail- 
packets. 

Buenos Ayres.—The following post scriptum is contained in 
many of the commercial letters of the 8th of May, brought by the 
Coriolan :—“ Two Sardinian and an English Brig succeeded in 
forcing at night the blockade of the combined squadron before 
Buenos Ayres, and gained the lesser roadsteads. The English and 
French commanders immediately manned their boats, and soon came 
up with the delinquent vessels; the two Sardinian vessels were set 
on fire, and the English brig placed at the disposal of the English 
commander, An English officer, sent to parley at Buenos Ayres, 
had been put to death by the inhabitants. This event had caused 
great excitement. It was not yet known what measures would be 
taken to avenge this assassination.” 

Monte Vineo.—From private letters we learn that the British 
vessel seized for breaking the blockade was the Ringdove, and that 
she has been sent to the Cape of Good Hope for condemnation in 
the prize court there. This has been the first English vessel taken 
for breaking the blockade of the port and coast of Buenos Ayres. 
Tucuman and some more of the upper provinces have revolted 
against Rosas, but that can have no immediate influence towards 
finishing the war in this province. It is reported here that part of 
the convoy passed St. Lorenzo under a heavy cannonade from shore, 
but we have no letters in town to rely upon, and have been some time 
without authentic news from up the river.

NEWFOUNDLAND. — Destruction oF THE Town or Sr. Jonn’s 
By Fire. — The Pearl, which arrived off Teignmouth on Monday, 
has brought particulars of a most destructive fire at St. John’s, by 
which that town was almost totally destroyed. ‘The fire occurred om 
the 9th of June. All mercantile establishments, from Messro, 
Newman and Co.’s at the head of the harbour, to the finishing esta- 
blishment of Mr. Michael Rowell, at Chain Rock, are consumed. 
The loss of property is immense. It is supposed that not one 
twentieth part of the goods and property in shops and stores is saved. 
‘Thousands are houseless, and famine is greatiy feared. Many of 
the vessels had their sails and rigging burnt. The Court House, 
old Protestant Church, Custom House, and Catholic Convent, 
are all destroyed. ‘The fire was supposed to have arisen from care- 
lessness. It originated in a house in George Street, the lower part 
of which was occupied as a workshop by Messrs. Hamlin, cabines 
makers. 

The following details cf this calamity are extracted from the 
“ Morning Courier Extra: ” — The alarm was given at half-past 
eight o’clock, and numbers of our townspeople mustered immediately 
in the locality, which was soon indicated by a dense cloud of smoke, 
and shortly afterwards by the flames bursting forth, and mounting far 
above the roofs of the neighbouring houses. It was full twenty 
minutes after the alarm was given before any of the engines arrived, 
and after several of them were ready to play on the burning build- 
ings, they had to wait for water. From the long drought the wooden 
tenements, of which the street was entirely composed, were as dry as 
tinder, and the fire extended rapidly into Queen Street, in spite ofall 
that the fire companics, assisted by the inhabitants, could do to arrest 
its progress. ‘This was a wide street, and a great part of it consisted 
of stone buildings, but such by this time was the energy acquired by 
the devouring element, that doors, window-sashes, and the woodwork 
under the eaves of the slates took fire, notwithstanding that the 
engines continued to play on them till the firemen were obliged to 
retreat from the intense heat. Both sides of this street were shortly 
on fire down to Water Street. To cross the street was a work of a 
moment, and in a few minutes the premises of Messrs. J. and W. 
Stwart, P. Rogerson and Son, and Boyd and M‘Dougall, were one 
mass of flames. It soon communicated with the oil vats of Messrs, 
Stewart. and C. F. Bennett and Co., whence columns of flame shor 
brilliantly upwards, and were carried down the karbour by the wind, 
which was moderate at first, but gradually freshened as the day ad- 
vanced. Mr. J. LI. Warren’s premises and vats caught immediately 
afterwards on the lower side, while to the westward it soon reached 
the extensive premises and vats of Bi ic) Rennie, Stuart, and Co., 
whence it spread as far as those of ee aoe and Co., destroy- 
ing all the intermediate buildings an s ar h Tere, Providentially, 
its ravages to the westward were soppe - trom Mr. Warren’s pre- 
mises the fire proceeded with acce erated rapidity down both sides of 
Water Street. Great hopes were entertained that it would be arrested 
by the fire-break constituting Beck's Cove, as the buildings to the 
east of it on both sides of Water Street were brick and slated. With 
a view of stopping the fire here, his Excellency Sir J. Harvey, who 
was early on the ground, ordered the house of Messrs, E. and N. 
Stab, forming the south-west boundary of the cove, to be blown up. 
We regret to have to state that one of the artillerymen who fired the 
train was killed by the explosion, and another severely wounded. 
The fire crossed the break, notwithstanding, and ignited the vais of 
Messrs. J. and J. Kent, and of Bowring Brothers. In the vats of 
the latter gentlemen we understand that the fat of no fewer than 
25,000 seals had been put, and very little oil drained off. In conse- 
quence of this tne whole of that block of substantial stores and dwel- 
lings, terminating with the extensive premises of Messrs. M:Bride 
and Kerr, was almost instantaneously converted into one mass of 
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flame, which kindled the other side of the street. The fire-break 
ere was as rapidly passed as the one before, and the flames soon 
reached the substantial premises of Messrs. Baine, Johnston, and 
0., Consuming at the same time the large stone buildings opposite, 
ae by Dr. Carson, Mr. Grace, the book-store of Mr. M‘Murdo, 
the Apothecaries’ Hall, and the other buildings to the eastward, 
€ premises of Messrs. E. Smith and Wilson and Co. soon fol- 


Owed, and also Mr. Clift’s wharf, on which a large quantity of 


Oards was piled. The break here was no obstruction to the flames, 
and the houses on both sides of the street, down to Messrs. W. and 
- [homas and Co.’s extensive premises, were rapidly consumed ; 
these, and those of Messrs. Barnes and Job, Brothers and Co.’s were 
soon blazing, whence the fire crossed the next break, and the sub- 
stantial stone premises of Messrs. Hunter and Co. were caught; the 
ank of British North America, above which was the residence of 
Mr, Milroy, the manager, was immediately on fire, and the premises 
of Messrs. J. Tobin and Co. followed, whence the fire rushed down 
the street, consuming with the intermediate buildings, the premises 
of Messrs. L. O'Brien and Co., and J. Douglas and Co. Her Ma- 
Jesty’s Custom House was immediately afterwards on fire, whence 
the flames extended downwards, destroying everything before them, 
tncluding the premises of Messrs. Gill, Dunscomb, and Harvey, and 
Robinson, Brooking, and Co., and proceeded along the beach to the 
Premises of Messrs. Parker and Gleeson, at Magoty Cove, which 
were destroyed, and where, at last, the fire stopped, because it had 
ittle more to consume. The flaming embers were wafted by the 
wind, and set the fish-flakes skirting the base of the hill on fire; a 
house was also consumed some distance up the hill, the residence of 
Mr. Stickley, of the Commissariat, not far from the Hon. Mr. 
Crowdy’s house, and even the scanty growth of shrubs round the sum- 
mit of Signal Hill, about half a mile from the town, and elevated 
400 or 500 feet above the burning buildings, took fire. The fire was 
also blown to South side hill, and even over it; and not only were 
the shrubs on this side on fire on both Tuesday evening and all 
Wednesday, but we observed dense clouds of smoke descending 
from Freshwater Bay, on the further side of the hill. While the 
fire was raging in Water Street, and on the wharfs, it proceeded up 
ueen Street to Duckworth Street, with equal rapidity, and ran 
along this street, which is on the same parallel, proceeding upwards 
tothe line of Messrs. Newman and Co.’s premises, where it stopped 
at the lane leading from Water Street to Appletree Well. The fire 
Swept everything before it downwards on beth sides of Duckworth 
treet, consuming the theatre at the junction of Gower Street, but it 
did not extend up that street. The Catholic Church and episcopal 
residence in the rear of Duckworth Street were saved with great dif- 
ficulty. St. John’s Church, hitherto uscd as the cathedral of the 
church of England, was consumed, whence the fire reached the 
Court House and gaol, where, from the extent of the buildings, and 
the large quantity of timber employed in constructing them, the fire 
raged with great fury; one unfortunate fellow lost his life here. 
From the Court House it communicated with the range of three- 
Stery brick buildings on the south side of Duckworth Street, con- 
taining the Commercial Room, Marine Insurance Office, Agri- 

Cultural Society’s Museum, &c., and burning at the same time the 

Substantial stone house of Mr. Prowse, the finest private edifice in 
the town, and the residences of the Hon. Bryan Robinson and of 
the Hon. W.B. Row, also the residences and offices of several other 
legal gentlemen. The Congregational Chapel, in the rear of the 
‘tion. B. Robinsons house, was saved by great exertion. The fire 
Proceeded rapidly as far as the Ordnance Store, which was burnt; 
the remainder of the Ordnance buildings escaped ; on the lower side 
of Duckworth Street the houses were burnt as far as the house of 
Mr. Reid, storekeeper to Messrs. Dunscomb and Harvey. From 
Duckworth Street the fire proceeded northward on the King’s Road 
to Gower Street, destroying every house on both sides, and about 
twenty houses beyond the intersection of Gower Street. Along 
from the theatre to the King’s Road, between Duckworth Street and 
Gower Street, a considerable number of buildings, fronting on the 
various lanes and streets, crossing from the one to the other, were 
consumed. About seven o'clock in the evening the work of de- 
struction may be said to have been completed; so that in ten hours 
‘and a-half our town was almost entirely destroyed. A cold night 
succeeded a day eventful to the inhabitants of St. John’s, and far the 
greater portion of them spent it under the canopy of heaven. ‘The 
open ground in front of Government House down towards Gower 

treet was occupied by numerous family groups sitting beside the 
Portions of their furniture saved from the flames. {t was a sad sight 
to see shivering mothers endeavouring to shelter their little babes, 
and to hush them to sleep, while the cries of the older ones for food 
had, in many cases, to be answered by “ Wait till daylight, and we 
Shall try to get some for you.” A great number of mercantile esta- 

lishments were destroyed, besides those we have named; were we 
to attempt a complete list, we should have to name every firm except 
the solitary one of Messrs. Newman and Co., which is the only one 
Now in St. John’s that has either a store or an office, except the stores 
On the south side of the harbour. 

„Qur brethren of the press have suffered heavily; every printing 
effice in the town was burnt. At our office we saved our press and 
almost the whole of our materials. 

Several merchants saved part of their stocks by shipping them on 

Oard vessels. We have heard that Messrs. Job, Brothers, and Co., 
and L. O’Brien and Co., saved most of their stock of dry goods in 
this way. The most of the vessels got out of the harbour, so as to be 
Out of danger from the embers blowing about. We never saw a fire 
Spread with such awful rapidity, the flames seemed actually to leap

Captain Sturt 
found grass on the flats, gathered up in bundles and the seeds beaten 
out. ‘ney have large and excellent fishing nets, which they were 
preparing for the season. During the rest of the year they keep the 
nets at the bottom of the river. They have huts on the river which 
were evidently not intended for mere temporary occupancy. These 
huts are formed by bending a tree over ground partially excavated ; 
making a sort of frame- work, which they cover with grass and then 
with clay. They are from three to four feet high, and ten to twelve 
in diameter. In front of them there is generally a sort of bower, to 
shade the occupier from the sun, in which he takes his food. The 
natives are described as a fine handsome race, receiving the expe- 
dition with kindness and good humour. ‘They exhibited terror at 
the horses, particularly when their teeth were shown. No weapons 
of war were seen among them. It was found that no dependence 
could be placed on their information respecting the country ; endea-

Apvice TO Emicranrs. — The “ Montreal Courier” (May 25.) 


contains the following useful monition: — A large number of 


emigrants arrived by the Quebec boats on Saturday, and among them 
we noticed some substantial yeomen. Emigrant agents at home 
should strongly recommend to emigrants the propriety of taking with 
them as small a quantity of baggage as possible. Emigrants are too 
much in the practice of encumbering themselves with cumbrous and 
heavy articles of furniture of little value, and the consequence is that 
all their motions are retarded, their expenses in moving from one 
part of the country to another are greatly increased, and in many 
cases the mere transport of the articles inland exceeds their actual 
value. They seem to imagine that they are going to a country in 
which household necessaries are not to be obtained, instead of one in 
which they can be purchased as cheap and in many cases cheaper 
than in England. As a general rule, the baggage of emigrants 
should be confined to bedding, clothing, and such small articles as can 
be packed in little compass. No article of furniture should be 
brought; even if sold at a Joss at home, it would be better than being 
brought here, to bea constant source of trouble, anxiety, and expense 
o the owner,

Tue LATE Mr. B. R. Haypon.—On Tuesday a meeting of 
gentlemen took place at the chambers of Mr. Serjeant Talfourd, in 
Serjeant’s Inn, to devise some means of providing for the widow and 
daughter of the late Mr. Haydon, the melancholy circumstances of 
whose decease are still fresh in the recollection of our readers. 
Among the gentlemen present were Lord Morpeth, Sir J. C. 
Hobhouse, M. P., Dr. Bowring, M.P., Mr. W. Hamilton, Count 
D'Orsay, the Rev. Dr. Croly, Mr. Serjeant Talfcurd, and Mr. 
Jerdan. Lord Morpeth was called upon to preside, and his lordship, 
in common with every gentleman who took part in the proceedings, 
expressed his deep concern at the deplorable death of Mr. Haydon, 
and his sympathy with that unfortunate gentleman’s widow and 
daughter, who, in consequence of the embarrassed state of Mr. 
Haydon’s affairs, are left in a state of utter destitution. Several re- 
solutions were proposed and adopted, the first embodying an expres- 
sion of deep regret at Mr. Haydon’s death, which had been caused 
by distraction of mind consequent on his pecuniary embarrassments. 
The second and third resolutions were as follow : — “ That.without 
presuming to offer any judgment as to the place which Mr. Haydon 
will ultimately fill in the annals of his art, or any opinion on the 
controversies in which he was sometimes engaged, this meeting feels 
that the efforts of his genius, and the circumstances of misfortune 
which obstructed them, justify an expression of public sympathy 
with his widow and daughter. ` That such expression would be most 
fitly conveyed by securing a permanent provision to his widow and 
daughter, left wholly destitute by his death; and that a public sub- 
scription be opened for that purpose.” Mr. Serjeant Talfourd read 
a letter he had received from Sir R. Peel, expressing his regret that 
the pressure of public business would prevent him from attending 
the meeting, and stating that the Queen had been pleased to grant 
Mrs. Haydon a ‘pension from the Civil List of 50/. a year. The 
right hon. baronet requested, that in the event of a subscription being 
determined upon, his name might be put down for 100/. as a contri- 
bution from his private purse. It was stated that Lady Peel had 
assigned a pension of 25l. a year to Mrs. Haydon, out of a fund over 
which, from her position, she has control ; and that Sir R. Peel, having 
found that a son of Mr. Haydon, who held a situation in the 
Customs, was of sufficient standing to receive promotion, imme- 
diately gaye him a step in rank. The prompt generosity evinced by 
Sir R. Peel in promoting the welfare of this unfortunate family was 
warmly eulogised; and the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted: — “ That the thanks of this meeting be respectfully ten- 
dered to the Right Hon. Sir R. Peel for his prompt and considerate 
attention to the application made to him for assistance by the de- 
ceased Mr. pope and for his munificent acts of kindness towards 
his family. ord Morpeth, Sir J. C. Hobhouse, Mr. Serjeant 
Talfourd, and Mr. W. Hamilton were appointed trustees of the 
subscription. A committee was formed to carry the resolutions into 
effect, and avote of thanks having been given to the noble chair- 
man, the proceedings terminated. The subscriptions announced at 
the meeting (including Sir Robert Peel's contribution of 1007.) 
amounted to upwards of 400}. It was stated by several gentlemen 
well acquainted with the position of Mr. Haydon’s family, that the 
peculiar circumstances of the case rendered prompt exertion on their 
behalf most essential; and a confident hope was expressed that the 
differences which had existed between Mr. Haydon and many of his 
professional contemporaries would not prevent them from aiding to 
alleviate the distress of the widow and daughter of a talented and 
able, though an eccentric and unfortunate, artist.

Aw Iratran Game. — The most favourite game is the national 
one of Mora, which they pursue with surprising ardour, and at which 
they will stake everything they possess. It is a destructive kind of 
gambling, requiring no accessories but the ten fingers, which are 
always — I intend no pun —at hand. Two men play together. One 
calls a number, say the extreme one, ten. He marks what portion 
of it he pleases by throwing out three, or four, or five fingers; and 
his adversary has, in the same instant, at hazard, and without seeing 
his hand, to throw out as many fingers as will make the exact 
balance. Their eyes and hands become so used to this, and act with 
such astonishing rapidity, that an uninitiated bystander would find it 
very difficult, if not impossible, to follow the progress of the game. 
The initiated, however, of whom there is always an eager group 
looking on, devour it with the most intense avidity; and as they are 
always ready to champion one side or the other in case of a dispute, 
and are frequently divided in their partisanship, it is often a very 
noisy proceeding. It is never the quietest game in the world; for 
the numbers are always called in a loud sharp voice, and follow as 
close upon each other as they can be counted. On a holiday even- 
ing, standing at a window, or walking in a garden, or passing through 
the streets, or sauntering in any quiet place about the town you will 
hear this game in progress ina score of wine shops at once, and look- 
ing over any vineyard walk, or turning almost any corner, will come 
upon a knot of players in full cry. It is observable that most men 
have a propensity to throw out some particular number oftener than 
another; and the vigilance with which two sharp-eyed players will 
mutually endeavour to detect this weakness, and adapt their game to 
it, is very curious and entertaining. The effect is greatly heightened 
by the ‘universal suddenness and vehemence of gesture; two men 
playing for half a farthing with an intensity as all-absorbing as if the 
stake were life. — Dickens's Pictures from Italy. 

— With respect to the 
moon, every object on its surface of the height of one hundred feet 
was now distinctly to be seen; and he had no doubt that, under very 
favourable circumstances, it would be so with objects sixty feet in 
height. On its surface were craters of extinct volcanoes, rocks, and 
masses of stones almost innumerable. He had no doubt whatever 
that if such a building as he was then in were upon the surface of 
the moon, it would be rendered distinctly visible by these instru- 
ments. But there were no signs of habitations such as ours — no 
vestiges of architectural remains to show that the moon is or ever 
was inhabited by a race of mortals similar to ourselves. It presented 
no appearance which could lead to the supposition that it contained 
anything like the green fields and lovely verdure of this beautiful 
world of ours. ‘There was no water visible—not a sea, or a river, or 
even the measure of a reservoir for supplying town or factory; all 
seemed desolate. Hence would arise the reflection in the mind of 
the Christian philosopher — Why had this devastation been? It 
might be further inquired — Was it a lost world? Had it suffered 
for its transgression? Analogy might suggest the question — Had 
it met the fate which Scripture told us was reserved for our world ? 
It was obvious that all this was mysterious conjecture.—Dr. Scoresby’s 
Lecture on Astronomy. 

Tue Morver sy Boys ar Mancuester. — The prisoners, Sed- 
don and Dean, committed for this offence, were committed to Kirk- 
dale orison on Tuesday, and we learn thence, that not only has the 
younger of them continued low in spirits, as he was from the first, 
but that his health has become so seriously affected as to leave no 
hopes of his recovery. We may here observe, that the situation 
where the body was found is close to a foot bridge which crossed 
Cornbrook from the bottom of Tuer Street, uniting that street with 
the end of Ormond Street. It lay in the brook with the face upper- 
most when discovered, and the first impression, that the boy had been 
drowned, was almost instantly seen to be without foundation, as there 
were not six inches of water in the stream. Indeed, the face and 
greater part of the body was quite dry when taken from the brook. 
Though the spot where the bridge crosses is nearly surrounded with 
houses, yet their corners, gables, or backs only abut upon it, and it 
is bne of those lonely spots which are sometimes met with in the 
midst of a populous neighbourhood, as this is, that the eye would 
single out in a moment as a place for a deed of this kind. On the 
most populous side (Ormond Street) it is partially sheltered from ob- 
servation by a row of trees. The only windows on the side of the 
bridge where the body was found, are the back windows of some 
stables and of the houses in Tuer Street; but the stables would not 
have occupants to be dreaded in the night time, and as for the houses, 
it happens that a sort of rude hanging balcony, intended as a substi- 
tute for back yards to the houses, projects from them partially over 
the brook, and thus the bridge is nearly screened from view. If the 
murderers, as it is supposed, committed the murder in the stable or 
in the coal yard, and then carried it there for concealment, tiil acci- 
dent or the morning’s light should reveal it without fixing suspicion 
upon themselves, it is a spot which would first suggest itself, one 
would suppose, to a mind acquainted with the neighbourhood ; but 
nevertheless, that mere boys should have selected it — if they are the 
guilty parties — under circumstanoes so appalling, and so likely to 
disturb the judgment and inspire fear, betrays a degree of shrewdness 
and coolness which could hardly be expected. Mr. Beswick, the 
chief superintendent of the detective police, was out of town when 
the murder was discovered, and did not arrive in Manchester till yes- 
terday. Last evening he went up to Tuer Street, to examine the 
spot where the body was found, and with a view to taking other and 
more active steps, if possible, to throw light upon the matter. — 
Manchester Times of Friday. 

Ocean Steam Navication Comrany.—Some doubt having been 
expressed whether this company would go into operation, we are 
authorised to say that the subscription to the stock of the company 
already amounts to about 250,000 dollars. The company are now 
only waiting the action of Congress for the necessary appropriations, 
to carry out the contract made with the Postmaster- General. When 
that shall be done, the company will immediately go forward to building 
the required number of steamers.— New York Commercial Advertizer.

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ASCENT OF THE NASSAU BAL- 


LOON FROM CREMORNE GAR- 
DENS. 


The first ascent this season of the cele- 
brated Nassau balloon took place from the 
gardens of this place of popular amusement, 
on Monday evening, in the presence of seve- 
ral thousand spectators. Amongst them was 
his Highness Ibrahim Pacha, who arrived, 
attended by the members of his suite, at half 
past seven o’clock, and was received with the 
cheers of the great concourse of persons

ighness, who, we believe, never witnessed 
the ascent of a balloon before, expressed his 
admiration of the sight afforded him, and 
appeared highly gratified. Amongst the 
Company was also Prince Louis Napoleon, 
Several foreigners of distinction, and a great 
number of persons of fashion. The house 
was thronged, and it was well that the ex- 
perienced caterer who presided had prepared 
ample munitions for the resistance of hun- 
ger and thirst. ‘The balloon, on ascending, 
took a direction to the north-east, making 
apparently for Essex. There were in the 
car eight or ten persons, but their names did 
hot transpire. Several gentlemen were dis- 
appointed of the ascent by not having book- 
ed their places earlier. The gardens, not- 
withstanding the dry-weather, are in excel- 
lent order; both the turf and the trees are 
in full verdure. In the archery ground 
there was some good shooting at the butts; 
two gentlemen more particularly attracted 
attention by the superior manner in which 
they shot. After the ascent of the balloon, 
dancing was commenced in the large ball 
room, and at dusk the fireworks were exhi- 
bited. The whole of this fête went off in 
good style, and whilst all rudeness and every- 
thing offensive were repudiated, excellent 
entertainment, good humour, and mirth 
were maintained without cessation for seve- 
ral hours. : 

Tue Descent.—The ‘ Nassau” balloon, 
in which were Mr. Lorton, of Ditchley Park, 
Essex, Mr. Van Buren, and six other gen- 
tlemen, with Mr. C. Green, took a direction 
towards Essex, and about nine o’clock de- 
scended in a corn field, the property of Mr. 
Kynaston, farmer, Ongar, by whom they 
were most hospitably entertained. On reach- 
ing terra firma, in consequence of the vio- 
lence of the wind, the balloon received a 
very extensive rent, which for a time caused 
considerable alarm; but by the exertions of 
a number of persons who had collected, the 
aerial body was secured, and the whole were 
landed safely. Next day Mr. Van Buren 
waited upon Ibrahim Pacha, at Mivart’s 
Hotel, to acquaint him of the safe descent 
of the balloon, when his Highness stated, 
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through Major Dicksongthat he 

was most highly gratified and de- 

lighted at the exhibition of the 

ascent. The highest altitude the 

balloon attained was two miles.

above regiments arrived on the ground from 
their respective quarters before ten o'clock. 
The cavalry under the command of Major- 
General the Hon. E. Lygon, C.B., and the 
infantry under Colonel Berkeley Drum- 
mond. General Sir J. Willoughby Gor- 
don, Bart.,|G.C.B., and G.C.H., Quarter- 
master-General, Lieutenant-General Sir 
John Macdonald, K. C. B., and Major- Gene- 
ral George Brown, K.G., had previously 
arrived to make arrangements for the posi- 
tions of the troops. At half-past ten o’clock 
the infantry took up their position in conti- 
guous columns at quarter distance facing 
Grosvenor Gate, the cavalry occupying the 
right flank. 

The morning was delightfully fine and 
the park was densely crowded with specta- 
tors. The square or inner circle boasted 
the presence of a larger number of the aris- 
tocracy than we ever before observed on a 
similar occasion. At five minutes before 
eleven o’clock a slight stir among the crowd, 
near Grosvenor Gate, gave notice of the 
approach of the Pacha, and immediately 
afterwards his Highness rode into the square 
attended by Sami Pacha, Col. Bonfort, M. 
Nubart, and Major Dickson. His High- 
ness was attired in a superb military cos- 
tume, and rode a white charger. It was 
expected that horses from the Royal. Mews 
would have been placed at the disposal of 
the Pacha and the members of his suite, but 
after waiting until the last moment, none 
arrived, and the illustrious strangers were 
compelled to avail themselves of the supply 
Mr. Mivart was enabled to afford from his 
own stud. Sami Pacha, the distinguished 
Egyptian who has just arrived in England 
(having been sent for a short time since by 

brahim ), was the only one of the party not 
mounted on a hired animal. He rode his 
own Arabian, a magnificent horse which he 
brought to this country with him, and about 
which so many erroneous statements have 
appeared, to the effect that it was intended 
as a present to her Majesty from Mehemet 
Ali, &c. The Pacha and his party arrived 
on the ground rather before the commander- 
in-chief, but his highness observing the ap- 
proach of the gallant duke, accompanied by 
his staff, at the further extremity of the park, 
turned his horses heads towards them, and 
the parties met half-way, where an inter- 
change of courtesies took place. The com- 
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mander-in-chief was accompa- 
nied by his Royal Highness 
Prince George, and a brilliant 
staff of officers. The staff having 
taken up their position, the whole 
of the troops saluted, the several 
bands playing a few bars of the 


national anthem. His Highness 
Ibrahim Pacha, then at the invi- 
tation of the commander-in-chief, 


and attended by Sami Pacha, and 


the ‘other members of his suite, 


rode forward and inspected the 
troops, passing up and down the 
line, and subsequently returning 
to their original position, The 
cavalry then marched pass in slow 
time, and were succeeded by the 
infantry. The same movement 
was then performed in quick 
time; after which the troops re- 
tired to the north-western corner 
of the park, near Kensington 
Gardens, where they were fol- 
lowed by the staff, and went 
through a great variety of evolu: 
tions in very admirable style. 
During these evolutions a great 
deal of firing took place, and the 
display altogether, saving the ab- 
sence of artillery, was far more 
imposing than usual. The evo- 
lutions completed, the troops took 
up their station in line, facing 
the staff, which had now resumed 
its original position, and with a 
general salute, the bands playing 
the national anthem, the interest- 
ing proceedings of the day ter- 
minated. His Highness the 
Pacha, before leaving the ground, 
accompanied the commander-in- 
chief to the officers in command 
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and personally thanked them for the gratification he had experienced. 
The Duke of Wellington and Ibrahim Pacha were both loudly 
cheered on leaving the park. As the staff retired, the troops fired 
three volleys with admirable precision.

GRAND RFVIEW AT WOOLWICH. 


The long anticipated review of the Royal Horse edt took 
place on Wednesday. From an early hour in the morning the Water- 
man’s and Woolwich Company’s boats were crammed with cargoes 
of visitants, in order to have a glimpse of his Highness Ibrahim 
Pacha. Throughout the whole of Wednesday the battalion of 1,000 
men, which have lately been added to the corps, had an extra drill on 
the Common to unite with the regular troops in their manœuvres. 
His Highness breakfasted, at an early hour, with Colonel P. Camp- 
bell, of the Horse Artillery. At nine-o’clock carriages were in 
readiness to receive the Pacha, who was attended by Sami Pacha, 
Colonel Boufont, M. Nubur, and Major C. Dickson, when they at 
once proceeded to Hungerford- pier, and embarked on board the Dryad 
steamer. On her casting off from the pier he was loudly cheered by 
the numerous spectators, which he politely acknowledged. On the 
passage down the usual demonstrations took place from the numerous 
crews of the vessels lying at anchor. Upon the Dryad rounding 
Blackwall point, a royal salute was fired from the battery, and the 
different men.of-war steamers laying off the dockyard, manned their 
yard, with which his Highness seemed much pleased. At half- past 
ten o’clock the Dryad arrived off the Dockyard, when his Highness 
was received by a guard of honour, consisting of fifty rank and file 
and eight sergeants, commanded by Captain Ward, of the Royal 
Horse Artillery. The celebrated band of the marines struck up the 
National Anthem upon his Highness landing, when he at once pro- 
ceeded to view the Laboratory and other objects of interest in the 
Arsenal, Having occupied some time, his ighness and suite then 
proceeded in carriages waiting to receive the distinguished personages 
to the hospital, stables, and barracks of the Artillery, his Highness 
during the inspection making numerous inquiries through his in- 
ierpreter. From thence his Highness proceeded to view the Re- 
positery. This having taken considerable time his Highness at once 
proceeded to the Common, where the Horse Artillery, with the field 
batteries, were in readiness to manceuvre in the presence of his High- 
ness, who appeared extremely delighted with their operations, and the 
great rapidity and precision with which they went through their 
various exercises, and expressed his delight in seeing so many thou- 
sands of spectators assembled. His Highness was then conducted by 
Major- General Sir Thomas Downman, K.C.H., Commandant, 
accompanied by a staff of officers, to the Military Academy. At 
eleven o’clock the mortar and howitzer practice commenced, which 
greatly surprised his Highness, and the whole of the troops went 
through all-the, manceuvres of areal engagement. A dejeuner was 
given by the officers of the garrison, at which his Highness and suite 
attended. At the close of the interesting proceedings, his Highness 
was pleased to express his approbation of the splendid body of men 
which that day he had seen exercised.

THE MASQUERADE VAUXHALL. 


Monday, the twenty-ninth of June, eighteen hundred and forty-six, 
will long be remembered in the annals of British history. A review, 
a regatta, a balloon ascent, a resignation of Ministers, and, though 
last not least, a grand masquerade at Vauxhall, are a few amongst 
the many occurrences which tended to relieve the monotony of 
London Life on that day. With all but the latter we have nothing 
to do here, as they will be found in proper order under their several 
heads; but, as the masquerade at Vauxhall was not an unfitting 
climax to the general occurrences of the day, so was it in intensity of 
attraction commensurate to the occasion. There was Tourniaire’s 
Troupe, and an imposing array of coloured lights, red and blue, 
resembling the valiant Horse Guards: and a profusion of Sherry 
Coblers, that put an utter extinguisher on the flong boasted of 
St. Crispin’sday. There was much dancing and pirouetling, in which 
an allegorical mind might easily fashion out a resemblance to bal- 
looning; and notwithstanding the traces here and there of a slight 
viciousness of taste in matters’ of dress, yet such was the propriety 
and decorum with which all was conducted, that even Swift’s Parish- 
Lion might have been puzzled to exercise his critical skill accurately. 
The gardens were lighted up in a magnificent manner; and if there 
was little that was new in the style of the characters, there was, at all 
events, great vivacity and good nature in the manner in which they 
were sustained.

THE NEW ADMINISTRATION. 


Tar week has been occupied by the minister elect, Lord John 
Russell, in the various little diplomatic interviews which are the 
first troubles of a newly-appointed premier. Steam, ashore and 
afloat, has been busily employed in carrying him to and fro from 
Orborne House to London, and Her Majesty having entrusted the 
Whig leader with the onerous duty of forming a new adminis- 
tration the meetings, the talkings, the arguments, the flatteries, 
had all to be gone through ere the disorganised elements of the 
late Whig party could be brought into shape as a ministry. The 
rich loaf of office had to be divided carefully, and the humours of 
many had, of course, to be consulted, and whilst these requisite 
steps were being taken, the tongue of Tumour was busily employed 
in the construction and demolition of imaginary cabinets. The 
first news made known with anything like tangible authority was 
to the effect that the Queen desired the Duke of Wellington to 
retain the Commandership-in-Chief. Lord John waited, it ap- 
pears, upon his Grace, and had HE good fortune (for good fortune 
it is) to obtain the Great Captain s consent. 

On Wednesday at three o clock, we learn, that “by an antecedent 
arrangement, a meeting of noblemen connected with the Liberal 
party took place at the residence of Lord John Russell in Ches- 
ham-place. The Marquis of Lansdowne, the Earl of Clarendon, 
the Earl of Minto, Viscount Palmerston, Lord Cottenham, and 
Lord Marcus Hill, were present at the meeting, Sir Denis le 
Marchant and Mr. Tuffnel were also in attendance, The noble 
lords remained in deliberation for two hours. After the meeting 
broke up, Lord John Russell left his residence on horseback and 
proceeded to Apsley House, where his lordship had an interview 
with his Grace the Duke of Wellington. The noble lord was 
closeted with the gallant duke for nearly an hour. Lord John 
Russell subsequently called on several of his Political friends.

8d., will be gradually reduced, and 
after another three or four years finally expire. Such is the outline

SETTLEMENT OF THE OREGON QUESTION. 


Tue last American mail brings the satisfactory intelligence 
that the Oregon boundary has been settled, and the cause of 
quarrel on this point amicably adjusted without resort to hostili- 
ties between Great Britain and the United States :— 


The text of the treaty is not yet before the public; but we learn 
that the proposition of Mr. Pakenham, which was in the form of a 
protocol, as the basis of a settlement of the question, was debated in 
the senate of the United States for three days, and finally carried in the 
affirmative by a majority of 38 to 12. The treaty was signed on the 
15th inst. at Washington, and was the same day laid before the senate, 
whose ratification it was expected would be immediate. According 
to the most trustworthy statements, the terms of the treaty are the ac- 
ceptance of the boundary line of the 49th parallel of latitude, to be 
open to the sea to the middle of Fuca Straits, the navigation of which 
is to be free to both countries; Vancouver’s Island is to be given up 
to Great Britain with the free navigation of the Columbia River for 
the remaining period of the Hudson Bay Company’s charter, which 
expires in 1863. The navigation of the Columbia by Great Britain 
is to be subject to the existing} laws of navigation and revenue of the 
United States, and no further restrictions are to be enforced, without 
reference to this right. Stipulations are made for remuneration for 
British settlements below the 49th paraliel of latitude, and also pro- 
viding for compensation for American possessions to the northward 
of it.

Alderman Walker, in a few prefatory remarks, pre- 
sented a requisition from the Manchester district, signed, he stated, 
by more persons than voted at the last election; and Mr. James 
Mellor presented a similar requisition, numerously signed by electors 
in Liverpool and neighbourhood. Mr. Brown, in an appropriate 
address, expressed his willingness to comply with the request; and 
Mr. Walker, in reply, said he had no doubt but Mr. Brown would 
be triumphantly returned; indeed they had as yct heard of no oppo- 
sition. It was then resolved that committees to conduct the election 
should be formed that evening, in both Liverpool and Manchester; 
and the deputation, highly gratified, retired. 

CAMBRIDGE. — Notice to quit has been most unceremoniously 
given to Messrs. Sir Fitzroy Kelly and Mr. Manners Sutton, by 
their late thorough-going supporters, the Conservatives of this 
borough — at least by that extreme portion of them which is repre-~ 
sented by the “ Cambridge Chronicle”; and it is pretty generally 
supposed, that in the event of a dissolution, decided Protectionists 
will be brought forward as candidates by that party. No names have 
yet transpired, and we believe that the favoured pair have not yet 
been selected.

THE WAR IN NEW ZEALAND. 


: The following is an extract from a letter written by an officer 
€rving cn board the Hon. East India Company’s sloop Elphinstone, 
ceed Auckland, January 18. 1846: —‘¢ On the 14th of November 
e arrived at Auckland, with the new governor (Grey) on board ; 
he arded under a salute of 17 guns from us, which was repeated on 
Is retuřh. After a stay of eight days we weighed anchor ard pro- 
are the Bay of Islands; on our arrival found the North Star 
i sprey lying off the town that the rebels had previously de- 
royed, ‘The governor landed every two or three days to hold con- 
matin with the friendly chiefs. We remained here fourteen days, 
x a then returned to Auckland, the governor appearing determined 
o inflict a severe chastisement on the rebels. We encountered very 
leavy weather, being seven days accomplishing a distance of 200 
miles; however, we arrived safely, remained eight days, and again 
Started for Korararika, which place we reached after a boisterous 
Passage of nine days, having carried away our mainyard. We found 
the North Star and Castor had proceeded up the Cowi- Cowi river, 
and the Osprey blockading the bay. We shaped our course up the 
Tiver and anchored near them. ‘The governor went on board both 
Vessels, North Star and Castor, in full dress, of course with the 
sual salute (17 guns). In about two hours he returned, telling us 
e must land as many men as we could on Monday, this being 
aturday, On Sunday all hands were employed making prepara- 
tions for landing — gunner aud mates serving out arms and ammu- 
nition, boatswain making stretchers, bobajees (cooks) preparing 
ree days’ provisions, and we mids making lists of arms, &c., and 
Making ourselves generally useful. Monday morning turned out 
early to get everything ready for the affray; the order was given for 
every one to dress in blue flannel frock and Scotch cap, and to carry 
a great coat, one blanket, two pairs of trousers, two shirts, and three 
ays’ provisions, besides our arms. At 9 A. M., everything being 
Yeady, our force consisting of 38 small arm men, our captain, 3 lieu- 
tenants, 3 mids, the launch with] 7 men and 17 artillerymen, and a 
12ib.-gun having preceded us, we started in high glee, pulled about 
three miles up the river to the landing-place, and found the head- 
Quarters had been an hour on the march before us. We pushed on 
as hard as possible, and soon overtook them, they having halted to 
Tepair a cart that had broken down; we marched seven miles, the 
Tain pouring in torrents all the time, and halted on an elevated spot 
Covered with fern as high as the waist. One of my messmates and 
Myself, with the assistance of a friendly chief, made a hut to sleep in 
rom some fern growing near our encampment, but the rain still 
Coming down incessantly soon proved our habitation anything but 
Waterproof — but such are the pleasures of campaigning. In the 
Morning we repaired our dwelling, but did not succeed in keeping 
the wet out. We passed Christmas Day in this way, and certainly a 
Most wretched one. I often thought I should prefer roast beef in 
Ola England to salt junk in the bush of New Zealand; in short, the 
Snly thing that at all comforted me was a good smoke, which I made 
answer the purpose of meat, drink, and sleep. On the 27th we en- 
camped on a hill, opposite Kawitti’s pak, and until the 29th were 
employed getting our guns into the position marked out for them. 
As soon as they were placed we gave the enemy a dose or two occa- 
Sionally, by way of acquainting thena of our presence: not having 
Sufficient ammunition, the attack was postponed until the necessary 
Supplies arrived. On the morning of the 4th (January) one of the 
Pioneers was wounded while cutting down some trees between our 
Position and the pak. On the morning of the 10th we opened our 
fire in good earnest, the splinters from the pah flying about in grand 
Style. Towards evening wel had made three large breaches in their 
Stockade, and it was determined that the storming should take place 
that night; but one of the friendly chiefs advised Colonel Despard 
to postpone it till the morning, which he did, the rain all the time 
Pouring upon us. 

“ I was picketed during part of the night at the outer stockade ; 
our sentry could distinctly hear the enemy talking (apparently a 
chief haranguing his men). The interpreter translated the following 
sentence, which was repeated several times: —‘1 am a fluttering 
duck, when the tide rises I shall fly away.” They also rang a bell all 
Night without ceasing, which bell I have in my possession ; it is very 
like a common one used by the muffin venders in England. How- 
ever, I shall keep it, in case I turn town-crier some few years hence. 

hen I was relieved | threw myself down on two planks, the mud 
heing ankle deep, and although 1 was close to a 12-pounder that was 
fired every half hour to prevent the enemy repairing the breaches, so 
great was my fatigue that I never once heard the report of it. At 
6 à x, led my party into the camp; we could then distinctly see the 
enemy in the pah. After breakfast I tried to have a nap, but was 
roused out by a noise in the camp of our allies. Several of us imme- 
diately ran out to see what was going on. We saw the natives and 
Several of our men running towards the beach, we all tried hard to get 
there first to be able to say we were not backward in the affray; we 

ound our allies had entered, and that the enemy had taken them- 
Relves off to the wood, I entered the breach with Captain H_—, 
ieutenant E——, and a few others—in our hurry, without arms. 

S soon as we were in the pah, a sailor belonging to the Castor 

visted a shirt ona flag-staff. 1t was no sooner up than the enemy 
Poured in upon us a volley of musketry, which made everything 
Shake again, They tried very hard to retake the pah, but Captain 

—— gave three hearty cheers, hoisted the union Jack, and went to 
work in realearnest. A poor fellow from the Castor being killed by 
My side, | took his musket and ammunition, and had a few shots at 
the enemy. We followed them to the wood, and just as we got out- 
Side the pah, Murray. a mid of the North Star, received a ball 
through his cheeks. He fell stunned ; I and another carried him 
into the pah. I was then ordered to the camp hospital with two poor 
fellows who had been wounded in the back at the commencement of 
the action. J had to pass part of the wood in possession of the ene- 
My; the shot flew thickly about ; at one time I thought I was struck, 
and took my cap off to see if the ball had passed through it, I felt as 
if I was never so near being knocked over. After delivering my 
charge I returned the same way, the fire was then slackening ; about 
3 o'clock it ceased entirely. We took a prisoner badly wounded, a

She excites the greatest horror in the uncle, by the 
exposé of her habits of murdering the, Queen s English, as well as de- 
frauding her Majesty’s Customs. his e nephew, in despair, reveals 
her true character, and presents as his real wife, a third female. ‘This 
is a lack-a-daisica! and most melancholy lady, who turns out to have 
been the early passion, and the deserted Sposa of the old gentleman, 
who, in his joy at being delivered from the conviction, that his 
nephew has perpetrated the eae ot marrying his own aunt, for- 
gives all his delinquencies, ant’ agrees to pay his debts. This little 
comedietta was admirably performed, and, as to jts success, we can 
offer a better criterion than applause — the constant laughter of the 
audience, which is not easily simulated, even to oblige an author and 
a manager on the first night of a new piece. 

ADELPHI.—1660 was the commencement of a period during which 
we cared little for the devil in England. ot so in Marseilles. A 
legend of St. Bethune, recorded in an illuminated manuscript pre- 
served in the archives of that fair city, hai foretold that in that year 
the demon should appear within the walls in the Shape of the “ Spirit 
of Avarice.” And although some believed that the prediction re- 
ferred allegorically to the vice which is said to be the consequence of 
commercial speculation, there were others who treated it as certain 
of literal fulfilment, and who are reported by the author of the melo- 
drama at the Adeiphi to have had their fears realised in the manner 
following :—It seems that there was at that time a rich merchant at 
Marseilles about to embark for the Brazils. _ His ward, a Brazilian 
heiress, was to accompany him; and in leaving Marseilles she left 
behind her a lover in the person of a young Surgeon, with whom dif- 
ference of fortune was the main obstacle to a union, The eve of 
their departure is the eve of that eventful day on which St, Bethune’s 
prediction is to be fulfilled; and from the merchant's strong box 
the “ Spirit of Avarice accordingly makes his appearance. Hedi- 
rects his influence first upon the lover, in whose Way a temptation to 
the acquisition of wealth is thrown by a convict in the hospital in his 
care, who reveals to him the secret of a hidden treasure as a reward 
for being accessory to his escape. Fhe family embark, and eighteen 
months after are found domiciled in Rio Janeiro; but the « Spirit 
of Avarice” is at work, and the guardian is endeavouring to deprive 
the ward of her possessions. The lover, rich from the proceeds of 
his ill-gotten treasure, has followed, and is renewing his suit, He 
offers presents, and, among others, 
the treasures of the convict. It proves to have belonged to the father 
of Clementine, and its possession reveals the mystery of a daring 
robbery, De Launey, the suitor, is about to fall into disgrace, when 


a bracelet, which he found among | 


the convict re-appears, as the leader of a band, who, instigated by the 
“ Spirit of Avarice,” attack the merchant’s house, to obtain posses- 
sion of his treasures. They succeed in their object, and carry off 
Clementine, to secure the jewels which she wears upon her person. 
But a retributive power is at work. ‘ The Spirit of Avarice” in- 
fluencing each of the robbers to seek their own agrandisement causes 
their destruction ; Clementine is restored to her friends, her guardian 
makes due restitution, De Launey having exculpated himself from 
more than a fault, is made happy, and a general feeling prevails that 
“ honesty is the best policy.” Nothing is more difficult of descrip- 
tion than the plot of an Adelphi melo-drama, and we probably, have 
not done full justice to that of this performance. It embodiesa story 
of some little interest, presented with considerable dramatic skill, 
conveying to some extent a moral principle. There is little novelty 
in the characters, but they were made the most of by the actors, 
Madame Celeste played the ward, Mr. Cullenford the merchant, 
and Mr. Mitchinson, who continues to rise in his peculiar style, the 
Spirit. O. Smith was the convict, of course. Paul Bedford had 
rather a good part in the underplot as a harbour-master of Rio 
Janeiro, over fond of brandy and his neighbour’s wife; and Wright, 
as a jealous husband of the aforesaid wife, always scheming to cir- 
cumvent the harbour-master, and often falling into a trap, had also 
a part which he could sustain with credit. ‘The piece was put upon 
the stage with great attention to details. The scenery throughout 
was admirable. The Management, indeed, seem to have intended 
that the Devil of Marseilles should succeed; nor, we think, will the 
public disappoint the intention. Its announcement for repetition 
every evening until further notice, was received with considerable 


applause.

MUSIC. 


PHILHARMONIC Society. — The eighth concert took place on 
Monday last, and closed the most brilliant and successful series that 
have taken place since the formation of the society. Haydn’s Sinfonia 
in E flat ( No. 8. ) headed the programme, and insteadJof exhibiting‘the 
rust of antiquity and wrinkles of age, shone forth as clear and beau- 
tiful as if first fashioned by the hands of genius. The passages are 
the living thoughts of inspiration, too eloquent to be misunderstood, 
and spread aa evident feeling of delight over the audience. The 


feelings of the listeners were touched, and in such indications we have 


faith. Had the opinion of each individual been requested, the result 
would have been less satisfactory. Feelings are natural, and point 
direct to truth; opinions may be composed of prejudices and imper- 
fect knowledge, warped by interest and biassed by circumstances to a 
wonderful extent, without the person acted upon being aware of such 
influence. A musical student generally awards the palm to compo- 
sitions that display profound knowledge, giving no consideration to 
the poetry of conception, the genius of music. Such things were 
not among their school exercises, and they believe the end of excel- 
lence to be the constructicn of fugues, sequences, and the various 
species of counterpoint. With this class goes the herd of ‘amateurs 
who affect to be classical. We saw numbers of them yawning and 
wretched during Beethoven’s Mass in D, which they pronounced 
the greatest work in the world, sneering at the mention of Handel. 
On Monday they looked all delight during Haydn’s Sinfonia, to 
which their judgment supplies an humble niche in the temple of 
fame. Costa enforced the intention ot the author with great care 
and vigour, and we cannot imagine a better conception and execution 
of this work. The violin solo in the slow movement was beautifully 
executed by Blagrove. Beethoven’s Sinfonia in C minor, though 
more modern is oftener heard, and its majesty and grandeur was 
never more apparent than on this occasion. Perhaps the first move- 
ment wasa little too quick for the old frequenters of the Philharmonic. 
The mind cannot cast the prejudice of years in a single season. 
Weber’s Concert Stück, was a specimen of what a pianoforte concerto 
and a first-rate performer ought to be. Weber gives the chief interest 
to his solo instrument, and uses the orchestra in such a manner as to 
heighten its effect. The capabilities of the instrument, both for ex- 
pression and execution, melody and harmony, are exhibited, giving 
Opportunity for the infusion of the performer’s soul; and a more 
fitting artist than Madame Pleyel could not have been found for the 
purpose. The delight of the audience was expressed by an universal 
encore. Then came the judgment of the judge, who hearing expres- 
sion that was not minutely indicated in the printer's copy, condemued 
the reading! Mendelssohn’s concerto for the violin was of quite ang- 
ther caste, being a sinfonia, with a violin struggling in vain to be 
heard against the united etforts of a complete orchestra. This is 
what the pretenders say a concerto ought to be. Nobody could have 
fought such an unequal contest better than Sivori, but what can one 
man do against a hundred. Der Freischutz’ overture concluded the 
concert, and its genius made a powerful impression on the feelings of 
the audience. 'I'hus concluded Costa’s first season at the Phiihar- 
monic, and it must be accorded to him the merit of advancing the 
Philharmonic once more to the highest position, and giving an im- 
petus to instrumental art such as has not been experienced in Eng- 
land since the establishment of the Philharmonic. Independent of 
his qualities as conductor, his amiable manner and upright conduct 
has conciliated even those who regarded an Italian and Italian modes 
with German horror. After the performance on Monday night, the 
directors presented him with a handsome piece of plate, as a mark of 
their esteem and regard, amid the cheers and congratulations of the 
band. 
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THE FATAL ACCIDENT ON THE LONDON AND BRIGHTON 
RAILWAY. 


A married lady, named Murphy, was waiting, on Monday af- 
ternoon, at the Balcombe station for the down train (which leaves 
London at two o'clock), to proceed to Hayward’s Heath station, 
about five miles distant. The lady was crossing the rails to get to the 
station-house, at the time the down train was in sight, and the sud- 
den whistle {produced such an effect on her that she fell on to the 
rails. ‘The station clerk, perceiving the lady’s perilous situation, at- 
tempted to drag her away, and stooped for that purpose; but before 
he could raise himself, the buffers of the engine struck him on the 
head, and, throwing him down, severed the head from the body. 
The body of the lady was shockingly mutilated, and life was extinct. 
The husband of the lady was, we hear, on the spot at the time. No 
blame is attached to the engine-driver. On Tuesday evening an in- 
quest was held on the bodies at the Gardeners’ Arms, Balcombe. — 
Mr. Peter Clarke, the manager of the line, and Mr. Howell, at- 
tended to give any information which the jury might require. The 
jury having been sworn, proceeded to view the bodies, which pre- 
sented a horrible spectacle. Shaw's head was severed in two, and the 
face horribly mangled. ‘The female was less disfigured, but her face 
had been badly cut, and both her legs were torn off. ‘The following 
evidence was adduced: — Frederick Marchant, a labourer, of Bal- 
combe, sworn. Yesterday afternoon, at half-past three o'clock, I was 
near the railway station on the bank above. 1 saw the deceased, 
Louisa Murphy try to pass over the line. She stumbled on one of 
the rails, and fell upon her back on the line. Patrick Shaw, the 
policeman, was standing against the station, and he rushed forward 
and caught hold of her; whilst he was doing so, a train which was 
coming down from London came along, and Passed over both of 
them. I did not stop. _1 believe the train stopped, but I did not see 
it. I judged they were injured, and came to Balcombe, and returned 
with Mr. Turner and Mr. Gadd. The bodies of the deceased were 
then laid near the station, Just off the line, and were covered. I did 
not see any one near the train at the time the accident happened. 
There was not time to call out. I heard the whistle of the engine, 
just before it came along, and the policeman (Shaw) called out to the 
woman, All the carriages passed over the bodies. ‘he buffer of the 
engine struck the deceased. They were both struck at the same 
time. The woman had come out of the station-bouse just before. 

James Stoner, a boy ten years of age, deposed: I live at Wileman 
Green. Yesterday afternoon I accompanied Mrs. Murphy, the de- 
ceased, to the station to carry her luggage. I was on the bridge on 
my return, and saw Mrs. Murphy attempt to cross the rail. She 
seemed inahurry. She stumbled over one of the rails and fell on 
her face on the line. Just after she fell I saw Shaw, the policeman, 
come out of the station, and catch hold of her, Whilst he was doing 
so the train came up. I had seen it before Mrs. Murphy fell down, 
The engine knocked Shaw down, and the train went over them both,

stables; and as far as such applications could make it so, looks clean 
enough; but what could induce the churchwardens to cover over 
with such, or any other wash, the fine stone pillars, arches, but- 
tresses, and mullions, and thus destroy their architectural effect, we 
cannot divine. They might as well (nay, with greater propriety) 
have white-washed their marble chimneypieces and mahogany chairs 
and tables in their own houses; for in that case no one would have a 
right to complain: but here, where the parish money is used, to de- 
stroy the beauty of the church, and to hide from view such parts as 
may require substantial repair, it is right to cali the attention of the 
parishioners to such doings.” 

Tue Prisoner SMITH, who is in custody upon the charge of 
shooting Mr. Warner, of Thaxsted, on Sunday night attempted to 
break out of prison. It appears that he slept in the infirmary, and 
contrived to secrete the poker from the fire-place, with which he 
succeeded in effecting the removal of several bricks. A timely dis- 
covery of his intentions was, however, made by the officers, and he 
was foiled in the attempt. 

Murper anD Suicide at Bricuton. — Brighton, 7 o'clock, Tues- 
day evening. — The Brighton woikhouse has this day been the 
scene of a dreadful murder, committed on an infant six months old 
by its mother, who afterwards cut her own throat and died almost 
instantly. The infant survived till four o’clock this afternoon, when 
it expired. The name of the murderer was Norman, and she was 
about thirty years of age, and was the wife of a man named Norman, 
who is now in the house of correction, undergoing a sentence for 
felony. Mrs. Norman had lately complained of pains in her head ; 
and during the last week had weaned the infant, and owing to her 
being poorly she did not get up with the other women. She sent 
for the child, which was brought to her, and immediately afterwards 
committed the act, running out of her room, with her own throat cut, 
to the other women. She had previously requested that her other 
two children might be brought to her, but fortunately they were not 
in the way. i 

Tur News oF THE passinc or THE Corn Bitt was received 
with great satisfaction in various parts of the country. The “ Bolton 
Free Press” states that, though fully expected, there was consider- 
able gratification conveyed to thousands in that town, on the arrival 
of the express edition of the London newspapers with the intelligence 
of the passing of the Corn and Customs Bills. Flags which had 
previously waved in the breeze during the anti-corn-law struggle, 
were immediately suspended from the windows of the free-trade 
committee-room. Public dinners, a general holiday, and an illumi- 
nation, are now spoken of to celebrate these important events. ‘The 
electric telegraph took the intelligence to Leeds, where much gra- 
tification was manifested. At Wolverhampton, the bells of the Col- 
legiate church were rung on Friday, Saturday, and Monday; at eight 
or ten establishments flags were displayed, and explosions from 
“ anvils” were frequent in most parts of the town. The working 
classes generally appeared elated, and the consumption of ale was 
considerably extended. The ringers belonging to St. Matthew’s 
church, Walsall, also employed themselves on Friday and Saturday 
in sending forth merry peals from their melcdious bells, in token of 
rejoicing for the passing of the Corn Importation Bill. At Bridge- 
water, on the information being received that the royal assent had 
been given to the Bill, the cannons were immediately prepared, and 
firing was kept up on the quay during the day, the vessels hoisted 
their colours, the church bells rang merry peals, and there was gene- 
ral rejoicing that the great principle of free-trade had been confirmed 
by the legislature. Cambridge also made a slight “ demonstration ” 
of satisfaction at the repeal of the corn-laws, which came upon the 
inhabitants most unexpectedly. A band, preceded by a man bearing 
upon a decorated pole a huge loaf, upon which the word “ free” was 
inscribed in large characters, paraded the town, and as they proceeded 
they attracted a large concourse of followers. A rich young farmer 
of Ely, to testify his joy at the passing of the Corn Biil, intimated 
that he should raise his labourers’ wages, to the dismay of his brother 
agriculturists; he also suspended a huge loaf from his chamber win- 
dow, and bedecked his house with free-trade mottoes. In com- 
memoration of the occasion, a firm at Holbeck, hoisted above their 
manufactory an immense loaf, weighing from three to four stone.

THE LATE THUNDER STORM. 

The late storm is referred to in many of the local papers as pro- 
ductive of much mischief in different parts of the country. The 
«© Warwick Adcertiser” cites a case where life was lost. An aged 
man, named Howlett, together with a Mr. Betts, and Mr. Tew, were 
working in the field garden, Barby Road, Rugby, when the storm of 
thunder and lightning came on. “They took shelter under a tree, the 
former standing with his back against it, and the twa other near him, 
when the electric fluid struck a bough of the tree, ran down the 
trunk, and prostrated poor old Howlett a livid spectacle, tearing and 
burning his hat, coat, and other parts of his clothes into pieces. The 
poor old man only survived about two hours. Mr. Betts was also 
struck to the ground, and Mr. Tew had his face scorched; but net- 
ther of them, fortunately, is much injured. Howlett wore a steel 
truss under his clothes, “ which migh’,” says the reporter, ‘also have 
attracted the lightning.” In the same ccunty, near Atherstone, the 
lightning came in contact with a rick of clover, the property of a Mr. 
Lakin, which, owing to the long continuance of sultry weather, 
ignited immediately, and the flames soon spread, and destroyed a 
stack of beans, a stack of barley, a stack of oats, a barn, and a 
thrashing-machine, a winnowing machine, with a bay of wheat. The 
whole were in a blaze at one time, and damage to the extent of some 
hundreds of pounds was done. The island of Guernsey did not 
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escape. The lightning struck a house occupied by Mr. Torode, in 
the Vale parish, throwing down the chimney with great violence 
through the roof, on to the back part, and scattering the tiles. The 
mischief did not terminate here; for the electric fluid tore up some 
of the flooring of the Joft under the roof, descending the wall into 
the room below, literally breaking to pieces a cupboard-door adjoin- 
ing the fire-place, and forced, with great violence, one of the archi- 
traves on the bed, where Mr. Torode’s son-in-law, his wife, and infant 
were sleeping. ‘There were also other two children besides in the 
same room at the time. The sash- windows on the back and front of 
the house were broken to atoms; and the back wall and gable exhi- 
bited a considerable rent, through which the electric fluid had es- 
caped. The bed-curtains and bed-clothes were greatly torn; and the 
chairs in the room were broken, as if by human strength. The bed- 
room door, which was close to the side of the bed, had the stile, on 
which the iron lock was placed, fairly wrenched off from top to bot- - 
tom —the knob of the lock having been separated from the lock 
itself, and thrown into the corridor, where it was found in the morn- 
ing. A loaf of bread was broken in two pieces, and appeared as if it 
had been scorched over a slow fire. Although there were five per- 
sons in the room at the time, none were seriously hurt. The father 
received a cut on the right cheek bone; and a little boy, about four 
years old, had one of his ears cut, probably, by a splinter from the 
broken door. All the others escaped unhurt. From this room the 
fluid passed through the floor, immediately in frontof the flue of the 
chimney, into the kitchen below, starting the arch of the fire-place, 
and separating it from the pillars, so that it must be pulled down and 
rebuilt. It also came down along the back wall, in which it made a 
considerable rent, and forced a passage for itself on the outside of the 
building. The skirting of the kitchen floor was forced from the wall, 
and many panes of glass were broken in the front window. A brass 
candlestick, which had been left the preceding night on the mantle- 
piece in the kitchen, was found in the morning broken in two pieces. 
In short, that part of the house which was struck by the electric fluid, 
presented to the eye the appearance of a complete wreck. In Wales 
considerable damage was done. No loss of human life is reported, 
but Mr. Philipps, of Cwmgwilly, had two fine horses killed by the 
lightning. ‘They had been in a cart with flour, and were returning. 
The occurrence took place at the entrance to the avenue leading up 
to the house: the driver, it appears, had hold of the rope, the other 
end of which was attached to the leading horse. A large tree was 
shivered by the deadly fluid, and horses and man were thrown to the 
earth; the poor animals were killed, but providentially the man was 
not materially hurt, though for some time senseless. A farmer at 
Cwinceir, parish of Llanllawddog, also was unfortunate enough to 
have six sheep killed by the lightning. In Scotland the storm raged 
with great force. From accounts dated Strathspey, we learn that 
eight bridges, together with as many drains, were completely carried 
away, amongst which is the splendid bridge of Cromdale, and that of 
Dolvey. Both cost 700/., and stood the flood of 1829. The violence 
of the storm was principally from the neighbourhood of Advie to the 
bridge of Nethy, above Grantown. The cloud broke principally on 
the range of mountains south of the Spey, called Cromdale Hills. 
It was not rain, but actually came down in spouts of water, so that 
the face of the mountains were like a complete sheet of water, so 
much so, that those at a distance actually thought it was snow. But 
they were soon undeceived when torrents came rolling down with 
fearful impetuosity in the beds of rivulets which were apparently dry 
a few hours before. ‘There was some cattle killed, and a number of 
trees shattered to atoms. The lightning set fire to the Earl of Sea- 
field’s Plantation beside the march of Ballindalloch, and had it not 
been that the rain came so soon after, would, beyond a doubt, have 
destroyed the whole of that fine plantation.

LORD GEORGE BENTINCK. 


= ror George Bentinck is quite a phenomenon in poltti. 
y ifteen years ago, when he, as the phrase goes, ‘ broke 
HE MAGAZINES FOR down’ in the Hows of Commons, he et supposed to be 
JUNE. extinguished as a public man. During the long interval 
between the year 1831 and the early part of the present 
year, when he suddenly set lance in rest against Sir Robert Peel, he was so 
quiescent in the House of Commons as to be scarcely remembered except by 
those who industriously search the division lists; nor was he ever heard of, save 
on one or two occasions, when subjects connected with the laws on gaming came 
before Parliament, until within the last few months. But the late crisis has 
forced him, together with so many other earnest and high-minded men, out of 
his seclusion, and, perhaps, his native strength has only shown itself the more 
because it had been left to its own rough and natural development, not enervated 
by the habit of parliamentary training. ‘Though the simile be a stale one, it is 
not the less applicable — he is quite a pheenix, though no one would have pre- 
dicted in 1831, or at any period since, that he would ever again rise into notice as 
a politician. 
Word George Bentinck belongs to the class of men who have greatness thrust 
upon them.

THE TROUBADOURS, 


The second crusade ex- 
cited little enthusiasm 
among the Troubadours, 
though Raymond V., 
Count of Toulouse, with 
the hereditary devotion of 
his family, became one of 
its leaders. Marcabrus, 
who in style and sentiment 
seems to have taken Wil- 
liam of Poictiers for his 
model, hints in one of his 
poems at the desolation 
and distress which the re- 
moval of so large a por- 
tion of the population as 
had engaged in the war 
produced in the south of 
France. But we must 
give some account of Mar- 
cabrus himself before we 
examine his verses. 

He was a foundling, left 
while an infant at the gate of a noble castellan, Aldric du Vilar, by whom he was 
generously nurtured and educated. His love of poetry induced him to become 
the page of Cercamons, a celebrated Troubadour ; but he soon quitted his 
Master, whose gentle love-songs did not suit the harshness of his temper. 
Setting up for himself, he took the name of Marcabrus, and aimed at the double 
Character of Troubadour and knight-errant. In Germany and Northern France 
death wouid soor have punished the intrusion of a foundling into the noble order 
of chivalry ; but the pretensions of Marcabrus were recognised not only in Pro- 
vence, but in all the Christian courts beyond the Pyrenees, particularly in that 
of Portugal, where he met a most splendid reception, Marcabrus was a bitter 
Satirist; he lampooned the Castellans of Guienne with unscrupulous severity, 
and it is said that his victims entered into several plots to procure his assas- 
Sination, but that his good fortune saved him from all their snares. The verses 
of Marcabrus, on the second crusade, have a plaintive tenderness, quite unlike 

is usual style; both in form and sentiment they form a perfect contrast to those 
Of William of Poitiers; and some of the thoughts are as remarkable for their 
depth and intensity, as for their beauty.

But 
arcabrus, like William of Poitiers, took a lively interest in the progress of the 
ristians in Spain, and wrote several songs to incite his countrymen to aid Al- 
Phonso VII. in his wars against the Mussulmans. The first of these is an alle- 
8orical exhortation designed to be sung in public, having for its object to incul- 
Cate the duty of aiding Alphons®, whom the poet styles Emperor of Spain, in his 
tidalusian war. It appears to have been written for the south of Spain rather 
an of France, but was probably designed to be effective at both sides of the 
yrenees. A more extravagant allegory than that which Marcabrus has chosen, 
saannot well bə imagined ; the war against the Moors is mystically typified as a 
past laver or bath, which every Christian is invited to enter for the purpose of 
ashing away his sins. The laver is mentioned specifically in a fixed part of 
every stanza —a peculiarity which we have endeavoured to preserve in the trans- 
gation, and on this account it gives a name to the piece. We learn from the his- 
Ory and traditions of Languedoc, that “ The Laver” was one of the most popu- 
ne compositions of the Troubadours, a preference which we cap neither explain 
ne Justify ; but it is of so very singular, not to say whimsical a character, that it 
A worthy of being preserved as a literary curiosity. Not the least curious cir- 
Umstance is its beginning with a Latin formulary, which was probably taken

Tuunrspay. — Received to-day an account of a most gallant affair 
at Salem, with a strong body of the enemy, who attempted, in day- 
light, to capture the cattle of the inhabitants of that village. The 
bravery and determination of the young men, who attacked and de- 
feated the enemy, is deserving of the highest commendation. 

The following details of the spirited affair at Salem have been 
handed to us: — “ On Wednesday, the 20th inst., the Salem cattle 
were out grazing on the flat, near Dr. Livingstone’s, in number be- 
tween 2000 and 3000, when about eleven o'clock they were attacked 
by about 300 Kaffirs, who came upon them in three bodies, shouting 
and making the most horrid noise. Before the cattle guard could 
collect the cattle together, the enemy were in the midst of them, and 
then they opened a severe fire on the mounted patrol, who came to 
the relief. The Kaffirs got off with about 1000 head, but were im- 
mediately pursued by the patrol and the Fingoes, who were speedily 
reinforced from Salem. The patrol came up to the enemy in a few 
minutes, who turned and fired upon them, and then went on reload- 
ing their guns as they proceeded. Three hundred head were retaken 
on the Salem side of the Kareiga, but the Kaffirs got through the 
river with the rest. They were, however, still pursued —the patrol 
and the Fingoes rushing after them through a very narrow pass, 
although numbers of the Kaffirs were in the bush on both sides. On 
reaching the high ground on the Opposite side the marauders showed 
themselves in great numbers, but being hotly pursued ran into the 
bush. The patrol then retook the whole of the cattle in the enemy‘s 
possession, not far from Keulder's; and in addition to their own, a 
number supposed to have been taken from Farmerfield the previous 
night. The whole of the cattle were brought through the bush in 
triumph, and on returning home to Salem in the evening the Fingoes 
sang a war song, and seemed in a transport of delight. In the atfray 
one of the Fingoes was killed, but on the side of the enemy several 
must have fallen, as the Kaftirs were seen dragging away the bodies. 
The bravery of this party, which did not consist of more than twenty 
mounted men, and about thirty Fingoes and others on foot, is beyond 
all praise. Mr. H. Gardiner, the field-commandant, Mr. J. Gardi. 
ner, Mr. Wedderburn, and Mr, Scanlin, acted with the greatest 
courage and fortitude. Mr. F. Short being pursued by one of the 
enemy, turned and shot him in the head, his gun being charged with 
buck shot. A ball grazed the hat of Mr, Scanlin, when he instantly 
brought down the man who had fired it, and his body was observed 
to be dragged into the bush. The patrol State that the Fingoes con- 
ducted themselves in the most determined manner. Une man 
knocked a Kaffir from his horse which he was riding, and captured 
his horse, and took the Kaffir’s kaross, The Kaftirs, though nu- 
merous, were exceedingly cowardly, and seemed to have very little 
management in using their guns, Farmerfield was attacked on 
Tuesday night, and about 400 head of cattle taken. Many of the 
Kaffirs came within gun shot of the chapel, and shot at the people 
who were defending themselves there, When will assistance come? ” 

The following is a copy of the official report of the resident justice 
of the peace : — F 

“ Sir, —I have to inform you that, finding it impracticable to go or 
send to town, as the enemy were very numerous along the Kariega, 
and heavy firing having been heard during the night in the direction 
of Farmerfield, I went there, and was informed that two desperate 
attacks had been made, and that notwithstanding the inhabitants be- 
haved very bravely, the enemy being So numerous, succeeded in get- 
ting off with 500 head of cattle. While hearing these particulars, 
messengers came from Salem to say that the Kaffirs, in number about 


under Captain Brown and Lieutenant Gregory, were attached to this 
force, making altogether, a force of about 300 mounted men. At 
half-past ten o'clock, this force moved from the market-place, the 
Hottentot riflemen cheering as they defiled towards the drift, takin 
the road leading to Weest’s Hill—it being intended to take up the old 
position of Major Frazer, at Lombard’s Post, so celebrated in Kaffir 
warfare: and by which Salem, Farmerfield, Bathurst, Port F rances, 
and some other intermediate stations, would be equally protected. 
* * * * The Fingoe picquets have this week fully maintained 
that high character which they had before earned {or themselves by 
their activity, courage, and vigilance.

WAR IN KAFFIRLAND. 


Another arrival from the Cape of Good Hope has put us in pos- 
session of news from the frontier, of several days later, at which 
period the Kaffirs and the British continued hostilities, without the 
most remote appearance of their termination, unless military succour 
were promptly rendered. The colony is in a most deplorable condi- 
tion, left as it is to a handfull of troops against hordes of dariog bar- 
barians. Indeed, if we may place reliance upon the statement of a 
Fingoe, who had escaped from the bush, it was the fixed intention of 
the Kattirs to make an attack upon Graham's Town. Several en- 
gagements had taken place, in the most of which the Kalflirs had 
been successful. A little gallant affair, however, occurred at Salem, 
where the enemy (300 in number) were soundly beaten by the inha- 
bitants, consisting of a few young men, who exhibited the most de- 
termined bravery. The details subjoined will be read with interest, 
To enter into treaties with these faithiess tribes is worse than useless, 
and until a strong military force be placed at the disposal of his ex- 
cellency the governor, to keep these barbarian bands in check, nei- 
ther property, nor quiet, nor Jife, will be secure in the colony. 

The supplement to the “ South African Commercial Advertiser ” 
of May 2. says: —The frontier post arrived in town this day, May 3. 
It brings intelligence from Graham's Town to the 28th of April, 
four days later than the advices received on Thursday last. The 
sum of the intelligence is, that the Kalfirs have entered the 
colony in great numbers, and have succeeded in carrying off numer- 
ous droves of cattle, in the defence of which, and their homes and 
families, several of the colonists have failen. ‘The following is the 
latest intelligence from Block Drift:—An express came in from 
Fort Beaufort this ( Tuesday ) afternoon, about one o'clock, bringin 
information from Block Drift ʻo the 25th April (Saturday). The 
troops continued inactive, and nothing, it appears, was known of the 
inroad of the Kaffirs into the colony, for Colonel Johnstone has been 
directed to send as large a force as he can muster to strengthen Fort 
Peddie, a step which, having been ordered in total ignorance of the 
events which have lately occurred, will of course not be taken, — 
Frontier Times, April 28. 

Levies from all the districts have been ordered up as fast as they 
can be assembled and marched, and it is evident that the whole force 
of the colony is instantly required to meet this enemy. Not an hour, 
not a moment should be lost, and the word for all is silent and unhe 
sitating obedience to orders. ‘The whole colony must move upon 
this enemy as one body, animated by one soul. All ranks and 
classes of men have now to fight for their own safe:y, as well as for 
rescue of the frontier districts. ‘The body of Mr. J. Norden was re- 
covered by a party that gallantly moved from Graham’s Town to the

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THE MURDER OF SIR LAWRENCE JONES. 


JouokstaNtiNorte, June 10. — Some months ago Sir Lawrence 
M s was waylaid and murdered by banditti in the neighbourhood of 
acri. A short time after, through the exertions of Mr. Alison, the 
Oriental Secretary of this Embassy, the murderers were captured, 
and brought for trial to Constantinople. The evidence of their guilt 
was apparent, some of the property of Sir Lawrence Jones was found 
upon their persons, and they were, moreover, identified by two 
reeks, who were not far distant from the spot at the time that the 
Crime was committed. ‘These proofs, together with some others 
Which came out upon the trial, would have insured their conviction 
ìn any court of justice in Europe. They have, however,?been ac- 
quitted, and will shortly again be loose upon society. According to 
the laws of Turkey, the evidence was invalid, for no Mussulman, 
Owever clear his guilt, can be condemned but upon the testimony of 
two of his co-religionists. As far as this law is concerned, a Mus- 
Sulman may commit any atrocity with the most perfect impunity, 
when it isa Christian that prosecutes, and when Christians alone are 
witnesses to the crime. The life of a poor man is as sacred as that of 
a rich man, and the act is equally heinous whether the victim be a 
Peasant or a nobleman; but amongst a barbarous and fanatical 
People, where to shed the blood of an infidel, as we have seen in the 
wholesale’ murders at Salonica and Moatitch, is considered more 
Meritorious. than otherwise, the social injuries resulting from the 
acquittal of the assassins of Sir Lawrence Jones are greater than if 
the rank of the murdered man had been less elevated. A great sen- 
Sation was created throughout the country by the crime; the perpe- 
trators, though their capture at first seemed impracticable, were at 
-€ngth secured; the prosecution was carried on in the name of the 
ritish crown; the relatives of Sir Lawrence Jones came from 
ngland to assist at the trial, and were presented to the Sultan, who 
Condoled with them on their loss. And yet, notwithstanding the 
Solemn magnitude of the preliminaries, the murderers, though clearly 
convicted, will again be set at large, and an encouraging example be 
thus given to the enterprising Mussulmans who may havea fancy for 
Cutting the throats and appropriating to themselves the property of

On it. Now the only prophylactic against fever is cleanliness, and by 
Promoting habits of cleanliness among all classes of the community, 
by affording to the poor every facility and encouragement to make 
use of frequent bathings and abluticns, the rich are, in fact, con- 
erring nearly as great a benefit upon themselves as they are upon 
their poorer neighbours, for they are preventing the generation of 
Contagious and dangerous diseases, which, when once generated, are 
no respecters of persons. The establishment of baths and wash- 
houses is a most important measure of public Hygiene; and we hope 
soon to sce them established throughout the length and breadth of 
the land, not only for the labouring classes, but for all classes of the 
community. In England cheap baths are a national want, which 
must and ought to be supplied.
